1 . Claims 1 , 4, 6-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 'allowance: 
The present invention relates to electroluminescent displays, and more 

particularly to 

a method of shared addressing of row pixels in a to electroluminescent display for the 
purpose of increasing the luminance and energy efficiency of the display panel or 
alternatively 

increasing the apparent spatial resolution of the panel. Independent claims 1 and 7 
identified the uniquely distinct feature: " the improvement comprising simultaneously 
addressing successive pairs of said rows for selecting distinct sets of a fixed number of 
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said sub-pixels forming said pixel from a superset of said sub^pixels surrounding said 
pixel for each of a set of at least 

three sub-frames within a frame of said video data, wherein each of said distinct sets 
contains at least one common sub-pixel and is centered at spatial coordinates 
measured along said rows and columns that are different from spatial coordinates 
defining the center of at least one other said distinct sets ". The closest art, Bock et 
ai.('868), Wong et al. and Bock et al.('820) as discussed in the Office Action on 01.24.05 
disclose related display, either singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render 
the above underlined limitation obvious.
